It seems evident that the common 


wealth intends to put Cecil on the wit- 
ness stand in the next Powers and 
Howard" trials, and, if all reports be 
true, he will be an important witness. 


Cecil was m Frankfort nearly all 


the latter half of January, 1900, and 
remained here till the rump Legisla- 
ture assembled in London, Ky. He 
is believed to have been 
in several 


conferences in the State bouse, where 
the shooting of Governor Goebel was 
discussed. It is believed that Youtsey's 
testimony disposed the fact that 
Cecil was an important witness, hence 
the prosecution agreed to allow him 
bail if he woul'i surrender himself and 
tell the grand jury what he knows.

Remarkable Operation by an Ocu- 


list on a Binghamton Girl. 


By a remarkable operation by Dr. 


Francis M. Michael of Binghamton, N. 
Y., little Helen Kingsley, eight months 
old, who was born blind, has been made 
to see, says the New York Evening 
Journal. Before the operation the eyes 
appeared natural excepting that the 
black reflex, ordinarily seen, was'white 
and glistening in the pupil of the eye. 


Dr. Michael gave the child chloro- 


' form, and while the lids were drawn 
back by the assistant he inserted a nar- 
row Graefe cataract knife through the 
outer portion of the cornea, then 
through the pupil and then through the 
white membrane, making a vertical in- 
cision through the eyeball. 
| ' At that point in the operation Dr. 


i Michael found that the eyes had no 


j lenses, but that in their place was a 


I hard, dense, white membrane. Bella- 
! donna was dropped into the eyes to en- 


j large the openings in the membrane. 
| and the eyes were bandaged and left 


j for two days. 
I When the bandages were removed, a 
hand-was quic£ry-passed" in 'front, of. 
the baby's eyes. Instantly she moved 
her head. The gesture was repeated, 
and again the head moved. Bright col- 
ors were passed before her eyes, with 
the same effect. 
Since the operation 


many evidences of sight have been 
shown, and Dr. Michael says that with 
the aid of glasses she will see as well 
as any person. 


"I bave seen congenital cataracts 


where the lens was cataractous," said 
J)r. Michael, J,'and other cases where 
only a part of the lens was affected. 
In this case the lenses had evidently 
undergone a degeneration and left 
nothing but the membrane which in- 
closed them. 
There Is a condition, 


called colodoma, where a portion of the 
lens is gone. That is the condition 
most like this that I have observed. I 
have beard that such cases have been 
operated upon successfully, but I am 
unable to find record of them."

el'§ steam yacht Margarita, which has 
:t crew of sixty-five men, and boarded 
her at Genoa. Tbe publicity given Mr. 
Schwab's last visit to Monte Carlo iu 
HKJ1 disgusted him with the place, but 
lie anchored off that port a few days 
before Christmas for the holidays. He 
did not go near tbe gaming tables. 


After tbe holidays the Margarita 


steamed away to Cannes. 
I met Mr. 


Schwab at the Hotel Ititz. in Paris, and 
he told me his cruising plans. 
It was 


just after he had chartered the yacht. 
While Mr. Schwab was in I'.-iris the 
Duke of Sutherland arrived at Cannes 
in his ya'.-ht.nnd expressed a wish to 
see the Margarita, of whose perfections 
he had heard so much. So he ran along- 
side in bis naphtha wherry one day and 
was about to mount tbe coiupnnionway 
when the captain of the Margarita 
stepped to the %-essel's side and asked if 
he had a permit from Mr. Schwab to 
board the \esscl. .The surprised duke 
replied that be had not such a docu- 
ment, and then, to bis consternation 
and amazement, permission to board 
tbe Margarita was denied by the Amer- 
ican captain. The duke retired, augry 
that bis mere title bad not been a suf- 
ficient passport. 


Wbile in Cannes Mr. Schwab spent a 


good part of tho day speeding about 
the country in a long, dork red auto- 
mobile.

their registers as "100, Al," and main- 
tained on her first speed trial 17.95 
knots over a fifty mile course. 


The vessel is schooner rigged and 


has twin screws. Her tonnage is 1.707. 
Her length over all is 2S8.1 and on tbe 
load water line 272; b°am. :j.j.0.j; 
depth of hold. 17.5. She has eight 
boats, two of them launches. .She has 
a nominal horsepower of C."00 and 
5,250 indicaled. She has two sets of 
engines, two double ended boilers and 
a coal bunker capacity of 480 tons. 
When going- at ten knots an hour, she 
uses twenty -one tons of coal a day; at 
fourteen knots, forty-live tons in the 
twenty-four hours.
